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lL. The prasent ples of the Goverment of Tibet is to reopen in Lhasa the 
disoussions of the Sinc-Tibetan treaty, on the condition that the Chinese 
Communist troove rocmin in anam. They intend to refuse the Chinese request 
to sead troops inta Tibet, including 40,000 to 425.000 which were to be gent 
to the Lodian border, and will sand the Dalai Lama out of Tibet if the 
Chinese insist on tiuis point. The Tibetans believe that their only hope 
liss in a policy of dalay and pleying Cor time until a world war or a major 
conflict bebwoen the United States and Communist China develops. They hava 
hesitated to send the valai Lame to India for fear that the Indian Govarn- 
ment would turn him over to the Chinese. The Tibetans ars convinced thet the 
Chinese have insufficient military strength in either eastern or western 
tibet to force the issue at the present moment.
